To dale, 74 cases of influenza 
IW A have been confirmed statewide, including 24 in the Boise area.

IDAHO FALLS — Idoho National En^ncering Laboratory scientists 
are helping their counterparts in the former Soviet Union shifl their 
nuclear know-how to safety work and fVee-maiket technologies. 

“The intent was to tiy to engage fornier Soviet weapons scientists Into 
activities other than weapons,” said Hans Chi, who is’in charge of 
Lockheed ^4anin Idaho Tcwnologies Co.'s industrial partnering program. 

When the Soviet Union collapsed in 1991, weapons money dwindled, 
leaving many .top former Soviet nuclear scientists unemployed and avail- 
able on the world job mdritet US. leaders worried some might go to work 
for potentially horale tuiions who wont to develop nuclear weapons. 

They responded to that prospect by cooperating with leaders of the 
newly independent republics. Their aim is to jointly develop nuclear 
waste handling, cleanup, energy and other technologies.

Farm Share was begun in 1 992 to 
recover the millions of pounds of 
fresh vegetables ihat cannot be sold 
to grocers because they are too big, 
too small or have a blemish on them.

“There is no scarcity of food in the

San Francisco voters have turned down 
proposals for a city-funded stadium at least 
four times. The most recent came in 1989, 
when a measure on the China Basin site 
failed by about 2,000 voles. 

The privately ftinded ballpark still must be 
approved by voters March 26. If it passes, 
construction could begin in October 1997 
and the park would open in April, 2000, 
Magowan said. 

The architectural firm HOK Sports Facili- 
ties Group, based in Kansas City, Mo., will 
design the new ballpark in the city's China 
Basin area. 

"The'desIgn'inclUdes-r.OOO'ElciunicrscaS 
and an area where fans can waich for free 
through a fence. 

Magowan said the Giaots would pay “fair 
jnarket value" to lease Ihc land, owned by 
"the Port of San Francisco. The plan would 
require no new taxes and no general fund 
subsidies, but the team would get a SiO mil- 
lion property tax break similar to those of- 
fered to other area businesses. 

Still, some community groups, including 

cans for Planning Priorities, say they oppose 
the plan. They arc skeptical about the 
promise- io use no public money. And they 
worry about things like traffic jams and 
„ parking problems — cs|^ially since the Gi- 
ants have no plans to build a parking facility. 

Instead, they will rely on the 6,500 spaces 
available within a 15-minuie walk. But 
Magowan conceded that, “if everybody 
drives, it could be a parking nightmare.”
